1. Dredging is in progress in Klaipeda harbor, and two large dredgers were continuously 
at work during the first half of November 1959* 


2» Extensive new construction and repair activity is proceeding around the old harbor 
basins. 


3. A newly constructed concrete quay (marked no. 1 on the attached sketch) is not yet 
fully completed. The verified water-depth at the quay is 26 feet. Inside the quay 
(no. 4 on the sketch) there is construction work, including the erection of oil tanks 
At one place, about 100 meters from qua y edge, arose three large curved pipes of 
approximately 50 centimeters diameter, 


Relief of guard personnel occurred, every xnree noure. 
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4. Water-depth at the quay (no. 3 on the sketch) was 2J.6 feet. 


5. A large barracks area is situated at no. 2 on the sketoh. 

6. On the north side, inside the moles, several manned watch-towers (no. 5 on the sketoh) 
were observed. Here also were at least two radar soreens of conventional type, 
approximately two meters high and three to five meters long (sketch below;.

The coal harbor in the southern part of IENINGRAD Barber is in poor condition* 

Only two fixed cranes are in operation. The coal is piled up on the quay. 

The coal quay is being reconstructed as a modern steel sheet piling concrete 
quay. A section of the quay is finished (see No. 1 on sketch, page 2 of report). 

In connection with the modernization, they are installing travelling coal 
spouts. The rails for these spouts are being laid now. 

At No. 2 on the sketch is a bunkering station. 
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The barber in PIONERSKIJ consists of two moles (breakwater*) . Inside the 
moles are constructed quays. There is a total of 3 quays in the harbor. 
These are constructed with rock and stone coffers with wooden pile# driven 
on the sides. Attached horizontally to the driven piling are unbarked whole 
tree trunk# which extend down to the surface of the water. The depth of 
water in the harbor according to echo-sounder is about 6.0 meters from the 
entrance to the quay (No. 11 on the sketch). 

The harbors westside consist of a high slope without ary buildings, and it 
is impossible to moor here. 

On the east side is the mooring place for the patrol craft. 

On the south side is a fish shed, electrical works and 4 old 3” s 'fc* r y 
houses of wood (formerly resort houses). All the buildings in the harbor 
seem delapidated due to inadequate maintenance. The electrical works seem 
in poor condition). The four wooden buildings were separated from the 
electrical works ty a barrier. These wooden houses have radar and search- 
light equipment mounted on the roofs (see sketch). In front of the houses, 
towards the land side, there was formerly shrubbery at the gate to each 
house. Down the hi^i slope runs a sidewalk made of planks. 

RANTAUER SPITZE, outside of PIONERSKIJ, is barricaded to traffic, located 
there is a large radio and telegraph station..
